dairy 
commissioner, who will speak at the 
court house in this city at I o’clock 
on Tuesday, January 27, is an enthu­ 
siastic and successful practical dairy­ 
man, whose teachings are the results 
of his own experience as w’eii as the 
knowledge acquired from observation 
and intercourse with other success­ 
ful dairymen. 
He has just issued his first bul­ 
letin, the title of which is, “ Co-Opera­ 
tion in Dairying and Its Advantages,” 
which is a highly interesting leaflet 
of sixteen pages that w'ould be w^ell 
worth perusal by every 
dairy 
cow 
owmer in Pettis county, whether they 
are in the business for retailing dairy 
products or are simply producing for 
their own family use. 
In the aforesaid bulletin Commis 
sioner Bennett devotes a chapter to 
cow* testing, telling what it is and 
how* conducted, and he quotes gonm 
eloquent figures from the results of 
such testing associations conducted 
elsewhere. 
One of them is that of tw*o men in 
the dairy business w’ho lived neigh­ 
bors and sold the milk produced by 
their cows to a creamery.

Jan. 19.—“Young men 
who want to get on in the w-orld don’t I 
drink, nowadays,” said John R. Rock* 
eieller, Jr., to the Bible class of the 
Fifth Avenue Baptist church yester­ 
day. 
“Great corporations don’t em ­ 
ploy men who drink.” 
Mr. Rockefeller told the members 
of the class that his grandfather and 
his father never touched intoxicating 
liquor and were total abstainers as a 
m atter of principle, and that he had 
Rowed their example. 
His advice and suggestions as to 
clean living and ag to what every 
young man can do toward mitigating 
the social evil were heard 
by 
2 0 0 
members of the class. 
“To quote the words of another,” 
said Mr. Rockefeller, “let me remind 
you that ‘success consists of doing 
the common things of life uncommon­ 
ly well.’ 
There is one thing more 
needful to this succses than ability. 
That is will. 
“ If a man is unwilling to do small 
tasks and do them well, he ought not 
be p e rm it^ ! to do big tasks, and if 
,he is permitted mistakenly 
he 
is 
most certain to fail. 
The power of 
application is essential in all stand- 
irds.” 
Mr. Rockefeller believed that rich 
men should feel th at their money is 
not theirs to use for their own pleas­ 
ure, but for the public and private 
good of others. 
“Those who have lots 
of 
money 
:ave. however, no more reason to 
feel this way,’ ’he said, “than those 
who have small fortunes or only a 
little money, save in relative m eas­ 
ure. 
It is im portant that the man 
who can give a doHar should realize 
bis obligation to give the same as the 
man or woman who can give a mil­ 
lion.” 
The 
way 
to 
get a start in the 
world, in his notion, is to jump in 
somewhere and do the best you can 
Mr. Rockefeller talked a t consider 
able length on the subject of the so­ 
cial evil and on the necessity for per­ 
sonal purity. 
He said emphatically

double standard of morals, one stand­ 
ard for men, quite another for wo 
men.

nature of sin and the terms of its for­ 
giveness.

etc., in a m anner in which our Lord 
Himself never explained these things;

whereabouts are unknown. 
I la in met I was short about $40,000. 
Previous to his term as treasurer he 
had b'-oii sheriff and county judge of 
Cross county*. 
A very bitter political 
fight, in which 
his 
enemies

quered only after 
Hammett’s 
wife 
hail died, resulted in his boing ex­ 
posed. 
Through an error in making his 
oath. Hammet was not under bond at 
the time. 
In an effort to unseat him 
bin enemies had bis bond revoked. 
He made another, and this was With­ 
drawn through 
their 
machinations. 
When 
this 
occurred Hammett had 
but two months to serve. 
His attor­ 
neys appealed the action of the coun­ 
ty court in disallowing the fit st bond 
au l he served the last two months as 
treasurer without bond. 
His friends 
declare that the bitter fight waged 
upon him resulted iii mentally unbal­ 
ancing him. 
Hammett leaves three 
sons 
and 
three daughters, all of whom reside 
in Arkansas. Rut one letter lias been 
received from him since his defalca 
Hon. 
This was simply, “I am all 
tight. 
Do not write to me.” Nothing 
was known by his family concerning 
las a1 fa it* with tho Watts woman. How ­ 
ever, they are known to have met in 
Memphis several times since his wife 
died. 
The woman shot herself first and 
then Hammdtt killed himself with

In a report to the public service 
commission of the investigation of 
the head-end collision on the River

as would give a complete balanced ra­ 
tion for milk production and fed ac­ 
cordingly. 
% 
The disparity in the income of the 
two men mentioned 
above 
indexes 
just about the average condition of 
the business of dairying throughout 
the country and emphasizes the great 
need for cow testing associations as 
a means of weeding out unprofitable 
animals and increasing 
the 
profit 
from those that are kept. 
The suggestion has been made that 
the Sedalia Dairy association be en­ 
larged to become the Pettis County 
Dairy association, and to enroll as 
its members every dairy cow ow net 
who is interested in learning how to 
use more profitable methods. 
One of the things which such an 
association could and should adopt 
would be a plan for cow’ testing in a 
co-operative way that could be con­ 
ducted at a very moderate cost to 
every member and yet enable them 
to have the work accurately done so 
as to show just 
what 
the 
results 


were. 
Another factor in favor of such an 
organization is that by association 
and exchange of ideas 
the 
faulty 
feeding methods that 
are 
now* 
so 
largely in vogue would be changed 
and correct information disseminated 
whereby better methods would be put 
into practice. 
Every person at all interested in 
dairying, whether 
engaged 
directly 
in the business or not, can profit 
from attending the meeting here on 
January 27, and are earnestly urged 
and cordially invited to he present. 
Both Commissioner Bennett and Prof. 
Eekles are not only well qualified to 
give valuable information, but they 
are both practical men and entertain­ 
ing talkers.—M. V. Carroll.
